GOLDEN SPIKE STOLEN 
When the Hamptons Subway system was 
constructed in the late 1920s, workmen started 
from Westhampton digging the tunnel and laying 
down tracks heading east while other workmen 
started in Montauk digging the tunnel and laying 
down tracks heading west. When the two crews 


met up between Shinnecock and Southampton 
on July 17, 1929, a great golden spike celebration 
was held in the tunnel. With the ringing of a bell 
by President Woodrow Wilson who officiated, 
the two crews drove down a golden spike with 
alternating sledgehammer blows as _ planned, 
then shook hands when it was done. According to 
newspaper reports of the event published at the 
time, the final and most resounding blow caused 
the awakening of a coven of ten thousand bats — 
who flew off in both directions which was taken 
as a sign of good luck by those in attendance. 

Every year since then, workmen doing 
maintenance during the early morning of July 17 
have checked on the exposed top of the golden 
spike to see that it was in order, but this year 
they made an astonishing discovery. The spike 
in there now is made of iron. Somebody between 
last July 17 and this year’s July 17 has replaced 
the golden spike with an iron one. Surveillance 
camera videos show two men wearing ski masks 
in the tunnel this past June for some reason. 
But we cannot identify who they are. Anyone 
with any knowledge of the theft of the golden 
spike is urged to report their information to 
any Hamptons Subway employee, who have all 
been briefed. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Whoever committed this theft should be ashamed 
of themselves. We can tell them that the spike, 
when melted down, would be worth no more than 
$15,000, a modest sum. Bring it back to our office 
and we will receive it no questions asked while —

HAMPTONS COLD CASE SQUAD SEEKS 
“FROG BOY” PERP AND OTHERS 
Thanks to a large, earmarked donation from 
elderly local socialité and philanthropist Mitsy 
Pattison-White, Hamptons Police Department 
detectives are digging into a deep backlog of past 
crimes, including several well-known, unsolved 

cases going back decades. 

The newly instituted HPD Cold Case Squad 
came to fruition after Pattison-White offered a 
$1 million grant to the department if, and only 
if, they use it to re-examine these previously 
closed, unsolved cases. Among them, the squad’s 


benefactor has demanded police discover who 
destroyed a prized statue in her front sa back 
in 1987. 

“We are incredibly grateful to Ms. Pattison- 
White for her kind donation,” Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch said this week, “and we 
will use these new resources to get to the bottom 
of the egregious act of vandalism that still haunts 
her more than three decades hence.” -_ 

In addition to finding the vandal who destroyed 
Pattison-White’s statue, the Cold Case Squad has 
officially reopened four other cases that have long 
frustrated the department. 

“First, we intend to learn who wrote ‘Virgil 
Is the Frog Boy’ on the East Hampton overpass 
over Route 114 in the 1970s,” Hirsch said. “The 
failure to identify this perpetrator has gone on 
far too long, and getting some justice would stop 
the ongoing stream of copycat crimes which have 
plagued our overpasses, including the reprised 
‘Virgil Is Still the Frog Boy’ a few years back.” 

The second crime is personal for Hamptons 
Police, according to Hirsch. “We’re going to 
find out who kidnapped Manny Quinn,” he said, 


describing the famous mannequin police would 
put in a parked cruiser to deter speeders. “We 
saw Manny as one of our brothers,” Hirsch 
continued. “He was kidnapped twice in the 1990s 
and eventually left to rot in the town dump—it 
wasn't right what happened to him, and many of 
our older officers still struggle with the memories 
of finding Manny that way, trashed like refuse.” 

A more recent case that needs solving, Hirsch 
says, has to do with a life-size giraffe statue left 
in an East Hampton Village nature trail in 2016. 
Detectives failed to learn the origin of this nearly 
20-foot statue or how it was put on the trail. “This 
case just drives us‘crazy,” Hirsch said. “We’re 
glad to have the extra resources to throw at it and, 
hopefully, get us some answers.” 

Finally, Hamptons Police are also seeking 
to identify the person who spray-painted “Die 
Yuppie Scum” on a Bridgehampton ice cream 
shop in the 1980s. “This was not helpful for local 
tourism,” Hirsch recalled. “That person needs to 
be caught.” 

Look for more Fe ee in these Hamptons 
cold cases as the squad does their work.

Helium 
balloons are banned now. They passed this law a 


. month ago. They are environmentally incorrect. 


I first noticed the helium balloon-wavering up 
there when I came home from a trip into town to 


pick up overlooked party supplies. A few people 


were in the kitchen, getting things ready. And 
there it was. It was the lone decoration in the 
house announcing my birthday. So I did not 
take it down. And I have not taken it down. The 
birthday party is over. But I have come to the 
conclusion that anything I do in regards to this 
illegal balloon will bring consequences. 
Furthermore, there is the fact that we live on 
the side of a hill across the street from a marina. 
A deck and sliders afford us a view over the 
road to the scene below. We can see those in the 
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marina and they can see us. Particularly 
at night, when all the lights are turned 
on, this balloon, wavering in the center 
of the living room is visible to anybody, 
not only those in the marina but also to 
any motorists passing along the road, 
particularly police officers who might 
see this floating Happy Birthday helium 
balloon apparently being held captive. 
Yes, officer, we captured this the other 
day, floating through town. I think it 
must have floated in from another town, 
where these things are legal. We've 
taken it to our home for the moment— 
employing a citizen’s arrest—and now 
we have called you.

and suntan lotion bottles. That’s why they’ve 
been banned. 

Furthermore, releasing the helium balloon 
in the dead of night when nobody is around 
overlooks the fact that there are surveillance 
cameras everywhere now, and the authorities are 
capable of running the film backwards to track 
where the perp came from.

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Heatwave Weekend 


Sharks, Luxury Yachts, Whales, Robins and Dan’s Taste of Summer

O n Thursday, July 25, a bolt of lightning hit a 
crowd of beachgoers in Clearwater, Florida, 
injuring six and, with a direct hit, killing Garry 
Perks 32, of New Port Richie, Florida.

We were among those sunbathing at Indian | 


Wells on Friday when, around noon, everybody 
on the beach suddenly got up at the same time. 
and began cheering. Just a hundred yards out 
from shore, a big whale at least 30 feet long 
breached the surface of the sea and for at least 
10 minutes put on a show. He’d blow water high 
in the air, then leap out up into the sky—well 
as much as a 30-ton whale could leap up—and 
then crash down onto the surface of water with a 
bang.

It seemed to. me, howeced that our 
interpretation of this might have been wildly 
inaccurate. He might have been saying its hot as 
hell here in the ocean, we’ve never been in water 
this warm, get us out of here. - 

In fact, over the weekend, there were more 
sightings of whales and other large fish putting 
on a show. Whales appeared off the beach in 
Hampton Bays and off the beach in Montauk. Also 
offering performances were schools of dolphins 
who showed off synchronized swimming and 
leaping along the shore at Two Mile Beach in 
East Hampton and later at Main Beach in town. 
There they were out there, chuckling, smiling and 
laughing—hey, get us out of here. And then there 
were the sharks. Fins appeared just beyond the 
wave line, and the lifeguards were blowing their 
whistles to announce the danger. 

There are all kinds of sharks. There are nurse 
sharks and basking sharks and hammerhead 
sharks. Let me count the kinds. The great white 
sharks are the most notorious biters. And yes, 
they have killed or bitten people, a lot more this 
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year than in prior years, I believe because human 
ae concerned with the environment have 
_ said we ead these sharks—don’t kill them. Let 

_ them be. 
ae) ‘say, Nay, don’t do it. Are we nuts? 

One of the concerns I had that morning while 
going out to the car to drive to the beach was this 
robin’s nest at eye level in a big bush right by the 
front door of our house. There were four little 
blue robin’s eggs in this nest. Three days earlier 
we had. seen it, forcing us to tiptoe around while 
-observing ‘this, then quietly creeping into the 
_ house. On some occasions, while approaching the 
_ front door, the mama robin would flap off angrily 
until” we crept back inside. Now it was. over 
100 degrees this day. A quick look. The eggs were 
still fine. 

_ The boat ride was something else. The Pershing 
9x is a $15 million giant luxury yacht glittering in 
chrome and shiny black surfaces that, when we 
climbed aboard, roared with an the earthshaking 
sound as down below the two aircraft engines of 
3,000 horsepower came to life. 

There were eight passengers onboard together 
with a crew of three out for a spin, and as we 
snarled and beat our way up to 40 knots leaving 
Sag Harbor heading toward Shelter Island, the 
expected huge wind felt so good. We held onto 
our hats. A great rooster tail of water churned up 
20 feet behind us as we powered along. The ship 
is a combination of beauty, power and hospitality. 
‘We ate crudité and drank rosé wine while this 
great ship completed a full circle around Shelter 
Island in about half an hour. What a ride. We 
were told that six of the Pershing 9Xs, all built 
in Italy, have been finished and sold to the top 
one-percenters around the world. Popular music 
blasted from the speakers onboard when we got 
north of Shelter Island, and wow, was this a thrill. 

One amusing caveat. The radar and 
communications stalk on the roof is too high 
for this ship to get under Lance Corporal Jordan 
Haerter Veterans Memorial Bridge connecting 
Sag Harbor with North Haven. The rig 
is supposed to dip down with the press of a 
button, but that hadn’t been installed properly 
on this particular boat yet, and so three crew 
members with wrenches had to lower it by hand. 
How embarrassing. 

Back at home, on Sunday, we all went out 
to sit in the chaise lounges by the pool as the 
youngsters swam laps. At a particular time, I was 
in the kitchen adjacent to the pool and looked out 
the sliders to see everybody looking up into the 
sky, pointing. This was strange. I set down what 
I was doing and went outside for a moment. Up 


high was this majestic eagle making lazy circles. 
And I realized that one of our guests was sunning 
herself with a three-pound Pomeranian dog on 
a towel in the adjacent chair, who alternately 
behaved playfully, yappy, sleepy or happily with 
his tail wagging. Looking at the eagle looking 
down at the little dog, I immediately concluded 
the eagle was looking down and observing a 
potential lunch and so walked out and threw a 
towel over the dog and instructed his mistress 
to keep the dog covered. Indeed when the towel 
went on, the eagle made one final circle then flew 
majestically off. There are other fish to fry, I think 
he was thinking, more race treats to consider. 
And that was that. 

I attended two big Dan’s Hamptons Media 
events over that weekend, GrillHampton and 
Taste of Two Forks, each of them beginning about 


7 p.m. when the heat had dissipated there, under 
an enormous tent on the waterfront by Mecox 
Bay. There, more than a thousand people enjoyed 
the wine, tacos, steaks, cheese, fish, pastas, 
burgers, hors d’oeuvres and other imaginative 
offerings, along with chocolates and cakes and 
ice cream, all prepared by 40 famous chefs from 
local restaurants and served happily by members 
of their staffs. The attendees milled around or 
danced to the DJ and live band, listened to some 
speeches, voted in the grilling competition, talked 
with friends and family, all while watching the 
blood-red sun set sideways and gloriously in the 
west. What great evenings these two events were. 

Sunday morning, the heatwave broke and we 
heard cheeping outside of our front door. We 
broke into smiles. Would it be safe to go out and 
meet the new babies? gi

wrote a story about a month ago urging fancy 
New York lawyers to do pro bono work to 
help protect our local towns and villages. Over 
and over again, the legal lions of Manhattan find 
loopholes where local lawyers did not, with the 
result that the locals have to do something that 
chips away at something the locals hold dear. 
The poster child of this involved a New Yorker 
with a Bridgehampton oceanfront mansion 
who was able to get a decision some years ago 
preventing locals from driving down a sand 
road owned by the town but adjacent to the side 
of his property to a beach owned by the town, 
and without ever leaving town property. Town 
lawyers repeatedly had issues about who would 
show up in court to defend the matter, and the 
New York beachfront homeowner eventually got 
a default judgment as the judge, tired of getting 
no defense, inflicted a decision some saw as 
punishment. A bar is across that sand road today. 
In another case, a group of oceanfront 
homeowners in Napeague fought using fancy 
lawyers for years to get a mile of oceanfront 
beach declared private property, claiming that 
in a deed leading from one ownership to another 
a 150 years ago, somebody failed to mention 
that the property was still public. A judge was 
unconvinced, an appeals judge was unconvinced, 
and Acting Justice of the New York State 
Supreme Court the Hon. Ralph T. Gazzillo was

unconvinced. Though unknown sums of money, 
perhaps hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
legal fees, were spent, the beaches there are still 
open to the public. But maybe there’s still more 
appeals to come. The prosecution just needs one 
friendly judge. 

As I write this, however, another gauntlet has 
just been laid down by a fancy New York lawyer. 
It involves the chalk that traffic control officers 
apply to tires of parked cars using a long wooden 
stick. If you overstay the time limit and the chalk 
mark is still in the same position on your tire it 
was when applied, the assumption is that you 
never moved, and so get a ticket. Happened to me 
a few weeks ago. I sent the town the $80. 

On July 15, Manhattan attorney Jay Goldberg, 
instead of sending in the $80, was in East 
Hampton court to challenge the constitutionality 
of the chalking practice. Goldberg has represented 
many well known figures, including Donald 
Trump. He had parked his car in front of the East 
Hampton Cinema so he and his wife could watch 
the movie Rocketman there. When he came out 
of the theater, there was an $80 parking ticket 
on his car. Rocketman is 2 hours and 5 minutes 
long, and whether he knew that or not was not 
the issue, and whether he dawdled in front of 
the popcorn counter or not was not the issue, 
and whether an overeager traffic control officer 
pounced with the chalk immediately after they 
went inside to buy: their ticket or not was not 
the issue.

The issue was that putting chalk on his tire 
has been considered by some an illegal search of 
personal property, and such a determination was 
made about chalking tires in Saginaw, Michigan 
by an appeals court overturning a lower court 
declaration that it was legal. Now it is the law of 
the land, at least in the state of Michigan, and 
any tickets issued based on chalked tires will 
be thrown out in the villages and towns of that 
state henceforth. 

And this is the same thing at issue here. 

“The towns really rely on chalking for overtime 
parking unless the town has meters,” Goldberg 
said to 27East. 

Fighting an $80 parking ticket in this way 
is like throwing a few warm-up pitches in the 
bullpen before going out to deal with the other 
team’s sluggers. It is small potatoes. But here 
itis. 


_ Goldberg, acting as his own _ lawyer, 
will not have to spend the thousands upon 
thousands of dollars prosecuting _ this 


that the village will have to spend defending it. 
Is it worth it? The result could be the return of the 
ugly rows and rows of parking meters 


to the towns and_ =villages of the 
Hamptons, which we _ used before we 
went to chalking. 


Now’ss the time for a fancy New York lawyer 
to step in and, superhero fashion, take over 
the defense of the village chalking practice,

S uzy Smith’s cover piece, LOVE, can be seen 
at RJD Gallery in Bridgehampton. The 
Wyoming-born artist talks about her process, 
how she became interested in fine art and more. 


What was the inspiration of this piece? 

This painting was inspired by the look of 
innocence and hope on the model’s face—her 
youthfulness and openness for love. After 
choosing this image to paint, I felt that Robert 
Indiana’s painting LOVE was the perfect pairing 
for the background, especially considering the 
meanings behind the colors and the roses. Red 


roses stand for passion, true love, romance and 
desire. And the rose itself symbolizes promise, 
new beginnings, and hope. 


Talk about your artistic process. 

My process starts with gathering ideas and 
making props for a photo shoot. The photo shoot 
is where the real creativity begins! My model and 
I discuss my ideas and plans for the shoot, and 
then she brings my ideas to life, adding her own 
unique style. After the shoot I choose one photo 
from hundreds of photos to paint. Sometimes 
I have a background planned, and sometimes I

don’t. The figurative image is the most important 
element for me, and dictates the background. I 
always paint the figure first, and then add the 
background, painting each area at least twice. 
The paint quality is important to me, and I 
especially love having a textured background. 


How did you get started in art? 

I have wanted to be an artist since I was in 2nd 
grade. I grew up in Casper, WY, a small town with 
no art museums or art galleries, so I remember 
looking at the family bible that included wonderful 
paintings from the Renaissance. I knew I wanted 
to paint like that! Being raised Catholic is where 
I saw all my art, in the churches. For such a 
small town, we had three Catholic churches. 
Statues, stained glass windows and paintings of 
Jesus, Mary and the Saints were my inspiration. 
When I was a teenager I would devour my 
mother’s issues of fashion magazines like Vogue 
and Glamour, and I think my current work is 
very influenced by that culture and style of the 
’60s and ’70s, which is also the era of the pop art. 

I got married at 18, and had my children when 
I was 18 and 21, so after my youngest turned 2 
I started taking life drawing classes at night, at 
the local community college. By then our town 
had one art gallery and one art museum, but I 
spent a lot of time dragging my kids to the library 
to look for art books to learn art history, and 
study contemporary art. I started painting still 
life in watercolor, and began my “art career,” by 
entering the local and state fairs. I always won, 
so I started entering shows around the country 
that I found listed in the back of art magazines. 
We eventually moved to Fairfield, CA, when I 
was around 29, and I took my work to a gallery in 
Napa, and she took me on the spot. 


What inspires your work? 

As I get older, I am more interested in speaking 
my truth, and experiences in life, through my art. 
I am inspired by Pop Art, and contemporary art 
that I can incorporate into my own work, using 
layers of strong design and color to tell a story, or 
many stories within one painting. I want viewers 
of my paintings to feel something, or at the least 
enjoy a visual feast of paint application, color, 
and design. fi

he hills of Bellport are alive with Rodgers and 

Hammerstein’s The Sound of Music and you 
can’t help but be charmed by this production. 
From the characters to the music, The Gateway 
has brought The Sound of Music to life, capturing 
the spirit of this beloved tale. 

Our heroine, Maria Rainer, is a nun-in-training 
at the Nonnberg Abbey in Austria. She is sent to 
the home of Captain Georg von Trapp to be a 
governess to his seven children, as the nuns of 
the Abbey are not convinced Maria would make 
a very good nun. Played by Brandi Burkhardt, 
Maria is full of dreams and songs, and believes 
it’s her duty to serve God as a nun. As she sings 
the title song “The Sound of Music,” Burkhardt’s 
clear, strong, melodious voice transports you 
to those rolling hills in the countryside, where 
she feels happy and free. Singing “My Favorite 
Things” with the Mother Abbess is a delight, and 
it’s hard not to sing along with them. 

Together, Captain von Trapp’s seven children 
have scared off every governess their militant father has 
found. Their mischievous ways are cries for attention 
from their often-absent father, and when Maria is 
introduced to this overly structured household she is 
determined to bring gaiety back into the children’s 
lives. She shuns the whistle Captain von Trapp offers 
her (to call the children, of course—and each has their 
own code) and instead begins to teach them music. 
The delightful number “Do-Re-Mi” is a favorite and 
it’s easy to get swept away with Maria and the children 
during this catchy scene. 

The oldest of Captain von Trapp’s children is Liesl, 
played by Erin Grace Kelly, who at 16 finds herself 
confused about her feelings for a messenger boy

named Rolf. Their duet “Sixteen Going on Seventeen? 
is sweet, innocent and fun, but ultimately foreshadows 
trouble down the road for the von Trapps. 

Captain von Trapp is played by Ryan K. Bailer, who 
at first is stoic and seemingly without feeling. We of 
course learn that he has lost his wife, and since her 
death his world has been devoid of laughter and music. 


With Maria as governess, his children are singing 


again and after a few weeks, his icy exterior seems to 
melt. Now he thoroughly enjoys having music back 
in his life—thanks to Maria, who he is beginning to 
fall in love with. The change Maria brings about in 
the Captain is eae aaa sweet and just what his 
children needed. 

Amidst all of this, the world is on the brink of World 


War. II, and German influence has begun to 
infiltrate Austria and its people. Captain von 
Trapp is a staunch anti-fascist and refuses to bow 
to the Nazi influence, despite warnings from his 
- friend Max Detweiler (Tom Souhrada) and fiancé 
Elsa Schraeder (Jenny Hill) that if he doesn’t 
conform, he and his family could be in danger. 
Let’s talk about Captain von Trapp’s children, 
who were the little stars of the show. From 
the oldest, Liesel, to the youngest, little Gretl 
(Sonny Betts), they’re all spectacularly fun to 
watch. Their rendition of “So Long, Farewell” 
was sweet and fun, and they executed it perfectly. 
Observant Brigitta (Allie DeMatteo) doesn’t miss 
a thing and informs Maria that her father is 
in love with her, which changes the course of 
Maria’s life. Scared witless and feeling out of 
her league, Maria leaves the von Trapps without 
so much as a goodbye. Back at the Abbey, she 
confesses to the Mother Abbess what she thinks 
is her great sin—loving Captain von Trapp. The 
wise old nun advises Maria to not be afraid of this love, 
this gift from God, and to embrace it instead. 

The love story between the Captain and Maria is 
the stuff of dreams. The only thing that could stand in 
their way—the Nazi invasion—is a very real threat that 
reaches our von Trapp family forcing them to plan an 
escape. The last few scenes are tense, culminating in 
the first and last performance of the assembled von 
Trapp family in Austria. ga

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“Strange Would” Explores Camp Hero Legends in Montauk. 


“STRANGE WORLD” CREATOR CHRIS GARETANO RECREATES A MONTAUK PROJECT; SAGE RADAR TOWER AT CAMP HERO 


M ontauk’s defunct Camp Hero military base, 
and the decades of sinister legends and lore 
surrounding it like an impenetrable fog, returns to the 
national spotlight this week when Travel Channel’s 
new series, Strange World, premieres on Sunday, 
August 11 at 10 p.m. 

Helmed by independent filmmaker and investigator 
Christopher Garetano, creator of Montauk Chronicles 
and History Channel’s The Dark Files, the show 
aims to bring paranormal television back to its roots, 
doing away with reality TV tropes and adding a fresh 
approach to a range of mysterious topics over eight 
episodes. For the Strange World debut, Garetano 
revisits tales of government mind control experiments, 
child abductions and clandestine efforts to turn 
thousands of these “Montauk boys” into super soldiers 
deep beneath Camp Hero in Montauk. It represents 
Garetano’s final word on Montauk after years delving 
deep into the. subject and the many characters and 
witnesses he’s encountered along the way. 

“I'm writing a fictional thing, and I’m working 
on developing that into a series, but I don’t think 
I'll be investigating Montauk again,” the filmmaker 
explains. “The first episode of Strange World is my 
last investigation into the topic, segueing into the rest 
of the show,” Garetano continues, noting that future 
episodes explore the Polybius arcade game, said to 
be a government psychology experiment used on kids 
in Seattle, Washington in the 1980s; the deaths and 
tragedies connected to James Dean’s supposedly cursed 
1955 Porsche Spyder, Little Bastard; unexplained 
disappearances in our national parks, particularly on 
Mt. Shasta; and four more mysteries. “The DNA of the 
show is variety,” he says. 

“Each of these episodes has depth. My idea, before 
I even pitched it, was to break the current format of 
paranormal TV, to obliterate it. Not to end people’s 
shows, but to maybe inspire them to do something 
new with a format that is tired and repetitive. And 
it happens over and over and over again among 17 
different shows. Every episode it always seems to be 
the same thing,” Garetano adds. “What I want to bring 
back is what I grew up with. I had a series of books that 
I grew up with about the mysteries of the unknown, 
and I watched shows like Unsolved Mysteries and In 


Search Of, reruns of those things, and I loved them. 
They were spooky and they were mysterious and had 
a Style that was their own. I wanted to do something 
very new with that, and bring that atmosphere back, 
and get something exciting for the audience. That was 
the whole idea: variety. Every episode is a different 
adventure, a different topic all within Strange World. 
There’s really nothing like it.” 

- Garetano says his Montauk Chronicles documentary 
and History Channel specialThe Dark Files—also 
featuring former CIA operative Barry Eisler and 
journalist Steve Volk—served as a sort of proof of 
concept for his eight-episode Strange World project. 
“It would’ve been cool to go on and do another 
investigation with [Eisler and Volk], I know it rated 
well, but sometimes fate has its way of turning in a 
particular direction, and I can’t be more grateful than 
I am about what we just made,” he says, adding, “I 
worked really hard to make this new series.” 

The fact that Travel Channel bought into eight 
episodes of Strange World speaks highly of Garetano’s 
concept and ability to deliver intelligent yet entertaining 
TV. “They don’t pass out television shows like they're 
‘giving out candy,” he says, acknowledging that he had 
excellent support from the network. “Of course they 
believed in it. I think they’re very happy that they did, 
because what they have is a unique show. It stands 
out from everything else that’s on—not only on that 
network, but on other networks,” Garetano continues. 
“It’s the only paranormal show like it. The only thing 
you could try to compare it to is the remake of In Search 
Of. However, I think we have a lot more character and 
a lot more style. It’s very different. It’s not a reality 
show where you just see me walking around in 30 
frames per second video and I’m just yammering on 
and on about ghosts. It’s not like that at all.” 

Filmed in Montauk during the coldest weeks of 
January and February, the Strange World premiere 
touches on areas covered by Garetano’s previous 
projects, but it also manages to explore new territory. 
“There were some people I never spoke to before who 
I felt were important to speak to. For instance, Dick 
White. He’s a longtime resident of Montauk who 
knows everybody,” he says. “What I appreciate about 
him is that he kept an open mind. His whole life, 


when he heard these legends and these ideas, he felt 
that they weren’t believable. But when we discussed 
things like Holmesburg Prison [where the government 
experimented on inmates] and [real, documented CIA 
mind control program] MKUltra, and he realized those 
things actually did happen, instead of shutting me 
down, he’s like, ‘Maybe I should re-evaluate the way 
I’m thinking about this?’ And that’s the way we need to 
think. In the end, that discovery is so important.” 

Garetano also met with Brian Minnick, a linchpin of 
his investigation on The Dark Files, who brought new . 
evidence gathered from his vast library of photos and 
video taken inside many buildings on the Camp Hero 
grounds. “[Minnick] has these great photos of the 
alleged acid houses, which I think are close to proof,” 
Garetano says, recounting images showing psychedelic 
wall murals that had been professionally applied. “You 
have to consider them at the very least. Why are these 
things on a military base? They weren’t designed by 
kids, they’re in line with some past LSD experiments, 
you have these rumors surrounding it—connect all 
the dots for a second instead of just denying that this 
happened, especially with all of these other programs 
that happened.” 

Finally, Strange World introduces a new witness 
who claims he was experimented on beneath Camp 
Hero. “These are all important elements. They keep 
popping up and I think what it requires is someone 
to keep looking,” Garetano says, noting that his work, 
at this point is done. “I’ve looked for so long, and 
security at Montauk—without giving up too much 
about the episode—they put up such a resistance now,” 
he adds, pointing out that he was fully blocked from 
filming an episode of Ancient Aliens on site before 
working on Strange World. These and other efforts to 
stymie his work, along with his discoveries in Montauk 
Chronicles, The Dark Files and, especially, Strange 
World lead Garetano to feel quite certain something 
is hiding beneath Camp Hero, and it’s probably 
nothing good. ga

was the home of the Rose family. 

Speaking of Napeague, that’s a Native American 
word meaning “restaurant available for lease.” Oh, we 
kid. It means “the water land.” 

Another Native word, or garbled Native word, is 
Copeces Lane by the head of Three Mile Harbor. The 


name refers to “a little harbor,” or 
“a little place of shelter,” literally “a 
place shut in.” Originally the name 
referred to the inner harbor which 
is enclosed by two sandy points of 
land with a small passage between. 

Georgica, which sounds like an 
English word, may be. The place 
name comes from a Native American 
who lived on Georgica Neck (now 
Cove Hollow Farm Road and Briar 
Patch). He was called Jeorgkee on a 
1679 whaling document. 

Conscience Point in North Sea, 
where the first white settlers landed 
in Southampton in 1657, supposedly 
got its name from a settler, who, 
on reaching land, reportedly 
looked heavenward and said, “For 
conscience’s sake, we’ve hit land!” 

Whooping Hollow Road (between 
East Hampton and Sag Harbor) was 
named after settlers heard Natives 
“whooping it up” there. 

Hither Hills was named after 
the heather that formerly dotted 
the grasslands of Montauk. One 
rumor says it was named for “the 
hither side of town,” as in hither and yon. But that’s 
not true. gi.

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$20M Development Transforms Sag Harbor Waterfront 


hat had been an ugly wasteland right 
in the heart of Sag Harbor is about to 
become the jewel in the crown of the village’s 
renaissance. For many years, the prime land 
at 2 West Water Street and the adjacent 
1, 3, and 5 Ferry Road sat unused, while 
developers and owners squabbled about 
possible uses for the property. Now a new 
park, to be named after local John Steinbeck, 
will ensure all residents and visitors will 
be able to enjoy this incomparable spot.

for their feedback. Then I hired a couple of different 
architects to see what they envisioned.

Then Andre and I sat down and 
we nailed it on the first shot. We presented it to the 
Architectural Review Board and they were gave a 
unanimous decision.” 


Kikoski adds, “When Jay and I started the process 
we said hey—our children and grandchildren will point 
to these buildings. We need to make sure that we're 
tied to the DNA of Sag Harbor and its architecture. So 
before we designed anything, we walked all over town. 
What had Sag Harbor always built with? Brick, shingle, 
brick-and-shingle. 

“We loved the brick idea, because on one end of the 
spectrum you have that very simple fresh building 
at Bay Street. And then at the other end the brick 
spectrum, you have the Jermain Library. In between 
you have some really beautiful houses.” 


Kikoski goes on, “The best feature is that this project - 


You’re not driving to the middle of 
the potato fields or the woods. You're in a beautiful 
spectacular waterfront house, which is also in the

middle of Sag Harbor. There’s nothing else 
like it. I have thought through every detail to 
make it an extraordinary place to live.” 

For Bialsky, it’s all about the lifestyle. 
“These buildings are three stories tall with 
rooftop pools.

Now the convenience of never 
having to really get in a car in the Hamptons 
in summer is also priceless. You could walk 
everywhere, boat everywhere. For a whole 
weekend you never have to travel anywhere 
in a car. That lifestyle is what attracted my 
family and me to make this location our 
primary residence.”
